RELEASED FROM PRISON,

Editor O'lirioii Released From Tiilln- 
nioro Jail — An Immense Crowd 
to Receive Him. 



Great Excitement in Dublin — Torch* 
lifflit Procession Escorts Him 
Tliroufrh the Streets. 



Utilises Throughont the City Illiiinin- 
ated~Ho Addresses the Crowd 
From a Balcony.

Dublin, Jan. 20.— Wm. O'Brioli true 
released from Tullaniore jail to-day. He 
wont immediately to tlio limine of a parish 
priest. Tho largo crowds that followed 
him wore enthusiastic but orderly in their 
demonstrations. 

Mr. O'Brien arrived in Dublin this 
evening. Immense crowds of people, in- 
cluding many priests and members of par- 
liament, mot him at tho railroad station, 
whore they had waited aoino time for his 
arrival. He was greeted with deafening 
cheera as he alighted from the train and 
appeared in sight of the multitude, and 
when ho entered the Lord Mayor's car- 
riage the enthusiasm of tho people was at 
white heat. He was driven to the Impe- 
rial hotel and escorted by a big procession 
with bands of music and toadies, while 
houses. along tho line of inarch as well as 
in other parts of the city were illuminated 
and bonfires everywhere, Arriving at the 
hotel, Mr. O'Brien appealed on tho bal- 
cony arid addressed the people "lie re- 
joiced," hesaid, "that in spite of Chief 
Secretary Balfour, tho Irish people were 
stronger than ever, and though the Eng- 
lish were slow in joining them the)- would 
be slow in deserting them after they had 
joined thom. The Irish would not resort 
to outrage, but would follow Pnrnell and 
Gladstone, trusting in the democracy of 
(beat Britain to mako Ireland a nation." 

Mr. O'Brien, addressing a meeting at 
Tullamoro shortly after his release, said 
it was with the greatest dilliculty that he 
could find words to express adequately 
tin; gratitude for the kindness of his 
countrymen, especially Moorhead and 
Eagan, without whose assistance in his 
lonely duel with his jailers there might 
have been a different event to celebrate 
from the one his bearers now rejoiced 
over. Referring to Mr. Blunt's charge 
against Mr. Balfour, O'Brien said he had 
heard them from Mr. Blunt long before 
there was any likelihood that. Mr. Blunt 
would be one of Balfour's victims. 
It was owing to 5Ir. Bliint'& state- 
ment, in fact, that he told Moorehead 
and Eagan that he believed ho bad been 
brought to Tullaniore. prison to be mur- 
dered, for lie knew that Mr. Blunt would 
allow his right hand to wither in the lire 
before ho would tell a lie. Apart from 
Mr. Blunt's revelations, O'Brien and his 
fellow prisoners hail n right to infer the 
worst from Balfour's secrecy in immuring 
them in what they supposed would turn 
out to be Tullaniore catacombs. It was 
fair, however, to say that tho prison offi- 
cials had performed their odious du 
ties with the least possible harshness.

THE PllOVINCIAL ELECTION. 

To the EDITOlt: — If Hon. Mr. Heaven's 
utterances at the late public meeting were 
correctly reported in the '/Vines, he must 
have made some glaringly incorrect state 
ments. 

To premise: Mr. Heaven made the re- 
mark that at the time of his relinquishing 
office the province still bad the graving 
dock and the U,000 acres of land, since 
ceded to the C. P. R, 

Does Mr. Beaven regret, the possession 
of the dry dock?

She will also bo 
sold at auction. 

The repairs to the ship Guardian, at 
Port Hadlock, will be completed during 
the week. The injury received by this 
vessel were not ad groat as reported; §.'100 
will put the vessel ill good condition. 

Ship George Curtis, Capt. Sproul, ar- 
rived this morning from Seattle with a 
cargo of coal, bound to San Fran- 
cisco.

HOW TO KliL MURDERERS. 

The Latest Scientific .Method of Putting Crimin- 
als Oat of the Way. 

New York, Jan. 17. — The report of 
the commission appointed by the legisla- 
ture to report the most humane. and prac- 
tical method known to modern science of 
carrying into effect tho sentence of death 
iii capital cases, was transmitted to the 
legislature yesterday. It recommends the 
death of the culprits by electricity. In re- 
gard to the advantages of electricity the 
commission says: The application may be 
made without injury to the officials. The 
place for its use may be strictly private. 
The electric shock can not produce a sen- 
sation which can be preeeptible to the 
criminal. The velocity of the current is so 
great that, the brain is paralyzed. 

The commission recommends that a 
chair with a head and foot rest could bo 
used in which the condemned man could 
be seated in a half reclining position. Ono 
wire could be connected with the head 
rest and the other with the foot rest, 
which would be a metal (date. The elec- 
tric current could be supplied by the 
electric light wire. The commission re- 
commends that the date of the execution 
be made uncertain, so that the criminal 
may not know what day he is to die, and 
that the corpse go to the doctors or to a 
nameless grave without religious rites, 
and the newspapers be forbidden to des- 
cribe the execution.

Ciibiuel Crisis Imminent. 

LONDON, Jan. 20. — There now seems 
to be more truth than was at first sup- 
posed in the assertions that have been re- 
cently made that dissensions of a serious 
nature existed in the cabinet. There are 
ninny indications that Lord Salisbury and 
his colleagues are at their wits end over 
many important: measures. The Unionists 
on the one band are dissatisfied with the 
local government bill, and are threatening 
open revolt, and the withdrawal of their 
support from the Tories, and on the other 
bund certain hot-headed Tories insist 
upon the government exerting more 
power, Rumors of contemplated changes 
and of sundry new purposes till the air. 
The latest, one is that Sir Michael 

Hicks-Beach is to resume his old 
position of chief secretary to lie- 
land in the event of a fail- 
ure of Balfour's policy is untrue, but 
its circulation shows to what straits the 
ministry have come. No one believes Sir 
Michael would in any event, return to the 
Irish secretaryship, and in the face of the 
speech he made the other night it is 
almost impossible. There is no likelihood 
of his ever again assuming active cabinet 
service. The Irish press claims that his 
recent speech forecasts a speedy disinte- 
gration of the government. Parnell him- 
self thinks that Sir Michael is turning 
toward a moderate homo rule belief, and 
thai ho will shortly follow in the lead of 
Sir < leorge Trevelyan. While the govern- 
ment may pursue its policy of coercion and 
injustice against the political leaders of 
Ireland and find servants to carry out 
their designs, but when they attempt to 
extend such manifest injustice to the 
church its power fails. This is shown by 
an attempt of Balfour to piotect Major 
Roberts, governor of Cork county jail by 
arresting Canon O'Mahony, who charged 
the Major with corrupting young girls. 
Canon Keller was also under bann, but 
the arrests were abandoned, as it was in- 
timated that every Catholic constable in 
Cork irould refuse to take part in such an 
action and would throw down his arms 
first. 

Lord Cliarlts' Kcslgualion. 

The resignation of Lord Charles Beres- 
ford has raised quite a breeze both m po- 
litical and club circles, and in the columns 
of the press. A portion of the Tory press 
condemn the action of the intrepid sailor 
as reflecting upon naval administration, 
but other Conservative newspapers are 
sufficiently outspoken to declare their be- 
lief that the present system of carrying on 
tho naval department of the government 
has forced him to resign, as a means of 
disclaiming any responsibility for the 
bungling : :cth Jds and sh utsighteduci.s „f 
economy just now prevailing in the Ad- 
miralty office. Foremost among the news- 
papers supporting Lord Beresford's ac- 
tion is the £>t. James Gazette, which asserts 
that the reasons given by the Admiralty 
for Lord Beresford's withdrawal aro in- 
sufficient, and adding that the country 
must know more of the truth of the mat- 
ter impelling his action and the sooner 
the better both for the country 
and those responsible for the 
country's loss of Lord Charles' ser- 
vices in tho naval department. Lord 
Beresford's popularity with the masses by 
reason of his conspicuous gallantry during 
the bombardment of Alexandria, his 
regard of tradition on the occasion of the 
last naval review at Spithead, that a man 
may not be a man in the presence of the 
Queen, and his independent criticism of 
the naval administration dunre the last 
two years is enormous, and public opinion 
is largely in bis favor, even in the absence 
of anything like an explanation of his 
course in the present instance. People 
generally condemn Goschen's opposition 
to Lord Beresford's schemes for increasing 
the efficiency of the navy and the strength 
of England's defences, ostensibly on the 
score of economy, and ic is likely that the 
chancellor of the exchequer will find him- 
self confronted with the nocossity for a 
more lucid explanation of his promise 
than he has hitherto evinced a disposition 
to vouchsafe. 

ICallOiir ICiiiniiU'lliMl. 

The presence of nearly all of the Dub- 
lin judges at the banquet, given last even- 

g in honor of Mr. Balfour is generally 

ndemned as evidencing a subserviency 
of tho Irish judicial authorities to the 
~ >ry executive. The fact that these wear- 

s of ermine were present in semi-official 
state is also Jommented on and held to in- 
lieato more strongly their willingness to 
consider themselves bound to carry out 
the wishes of tho government, while pre- 
tending to administer justice. 

O'Brien's Deception. 

Great preparations aro being made in 
Dublin for the immense reception to 
O'Brien on his arrival there, the ovation, 
of course, being contingent upon the de- 
cision of the authorities not to re-arrest 
lliril for bis connection with tlio Woodford 
midnight meeting. Before arrangements 
sro completed, if proceedings aro not in- 
terrupted, the Irish capital will witness 
one of the largest and most enthusiastic 
testimonials of sympathy and regard over 
paid to any man within its precincts. 

Hunt Leave Siuihi, 
The virtual, if not tho actual expulsion 
of ex-Queen Isabella from Spain is due, it 
is ascertained, to the discovery of a plot 
to place her upon the Spanish throne as 
regent, pending the arrival at 
the age of majority of her grand- 
son, the baby King Alfonso XPV. 
Queen Christina, the present regent and 
mother of tho king, upon tho discovery 
of tho intrigue, insisted that there was 
not enough room in Spain for both 'Isa- 
bella and herself, and being very com- 
fortably situated in her official and domes- 
tic establishment, would prefer that the 
ex-queen should do tho traveling neces- 
sary to place the boundary line of Spain 
between them.

At the 
inquest the coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict holding Mrs. Crooke responsible. 
She was admitted to bail pending her 
trial.

Belfast, Jan. 20. — The Ulster Land 
company passed resolutions to-day ap- 
proving of tho compulsory abolition sys-

protesting against the exclusion of Ire- 
land from the proposed local government 
bill.

— The police 
here claim to be certain that there was no 
organized plot against the Czar's life dur- 
ing the New Year's celebration. 

Sicklies* Anions the Troops. 

Advices from the frontier state there 
aro fresh arrivals of Russian troops, and 
that the condition of the soldiers on the 
Galician border is rapidly growing worse. 
Typhus rages everywhere among the 
troops, but its ravages are especially se- 
vere in tho camp at Czentoschaus, Num- 
erous deaths have occurred from cold and 
privation. The opinion of the military 
authorities here is that it is impossible for 
men to remain encamped during this 
weather for two months. The present 
distressing condition of affairs must, they 
say, hasten the decision of the Czar, 
either to active work and thus commence 
war, or withdraw the troops now assem- 
bled on the frontier. 

Suspicions Parties Arrested, 

Strasboro, Jan. 20. — Two arrests have 
been made on the German side of the 
Franco-German frontier of men of whom 
the police aro suspicious. One is a manu- 
facturer named Karl Strissguth, who was 
arrested here on returning from a branch 
of his .works at Nancy. Tho other is M. . : 
Spreckel, agent of the French Eastern 
railway, who was arrested at Avrincourt 
while on his way to Paris. 

KnoiiKh on Hand. 

Vienna; Jan. 20.~-The Austrian forces 
on the frontier are reported suffering 
discomfort from tho cold and privation. 
Wat officials have decided that, in view 
of the miseries of their own men and 
sickness and disease among the Russian 
soldiers, they will order no immediate in- 
crease of the frontier forces. 

Forced miliary Loan. 

It is rumored the Russian government 
contemplates making a forced loan for 
military purposes. 

Pence on Condition*. 

Vienna, Jan. 20. — The Pesterlloyd says 
that if a peaceful understanding can be 
arranged with Russia, Count Kolnoky is 
prepared to make great concessions, but 
solid guarantees will be required that 
changes in Bulgaria will be effected peace- 
fully.

BOB INGERSOLL'S BRINGING UP. 

His Education Watched hy an Earnest and 
Deeply Religious Father. 

Col. Robert Ingersoll's father, Dr. John 
[ngorsoll, was a large hearted, generous 
man, and ono of tho few ministers of his 
time who dared to rano his voice in de- 
fense of tho negro slave. Like many men 
who possess the niagio power to move 
men's minds, he was restless — ever seek- 
ing fresh iicids and pastures new, so with 
his livo young motherless chidren, of 
whom Col. Bob was the baby, he lived 
the precarious life of a zealot, "counting 
all things but loss and dross if that ho 
might win souls." He never lost sight, 
however, of the importance of education 
for his children, and wherever their lot 
was cast, whether on tho top wave or in 
the depths, this alert minded young family 
missed no opportunity of acquiring a 
keen knowledge of men and things. 
When Robert was about 10 years old his 
father settled in Peoria, 111., and there 
begun controversies on religious subjects 
between father and son. The old minister 
was heard to say: "It grieves mo to hear 
my Robbie talk so, but I declare he is too 
P'.jeh for me. 1 am not able to answer 
him." 

Robert, after dabbling a little in poetry 
and journalism, studied law and was ad- 
mitted to tho bar at the age of 19. Strik- 
ingly unsuccessful for several years, he 
to-day proves the truth of the old saw 
that "bad beginnings made good end- 
ings," for his law practice is ono of the 
best in New York, and his income from it 
is very large — so large, in fact, that he 
has given up lecturing, for which he nev- 
er had any liking, and to which ho never 
would resort except when he unexpected- 
ly found himself in want of a fow thou- 
sand dollars. Family affection is a pro- 
dominant characteristic of tho Ingersolls, 
and between Robert and his brother 
Clark there was the tendorcst fraternal 
love. Thoy never outlived their boyish 
devotion to each other. The intense love 
and adoration which Col. Ingersoll lavish- 
as upon his wife and daughters, and which 
thoy return in kind, is such as one dreams 
of, they havo litorully four souls with but 
a single thought, four hearts that beat as 
one. — New York Mail and Express, BEtyl

MECHANICS' WAGES. 

Ac. Ohe recent semi-centennial of Mich- 
igan, Mr. James Bartlett, an intelligent 
Vit:ikee machinist, gave some very inter- 
esting and instructive statements aboutthe 
wages received by a mechanic formerly 
and at present, hi 1842 a first-class work- 
man commanded from one dollar ton dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents per day. The hours 
of labor were from live in the morning to 
half-past seven at night. Taking out the 
time allowed for dinner, fourteen hours 
were required for a day's work. Not, long 
after this date an effort was made to have 
tho time in the shops reduced to eleven 
hours per day. At first the opposition on 
the part of manufacturers and iiosses was 
so strong that it seemed the reform could 
not be etl'ected. But it came about after a 
while, and about the same time wages for 
the best hands were raised to one dollar 
and a half per day. Twenty-five years 
ago a day's work was reduced to ten 
hours, and a still further increase of wages 
.secured. The present general effort to 
bring the time of daily labor down to 
eight hours, in the -opinion of .Mr. Bart- 
lett, will not be .successful. He thinks 
the time is already as short as employers 
can afford at current wages. A great part 
of the work is now done by machines, and 
should their running time be two hours 
less a day the loss would more than eat 
up the finest profits, Generally speaking, 
in the great unnatural conflict between 
labor and capital the workmen seem to 
have the advantage. In all civilized 
countries their share of what their labor 
produces was never so great as at present, 
and justly so. 

KINDNESS TO ANIMALS. 

Victoria has regrettedly no society for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals. The 
press has repeatedly enjoined the neces- 
sity of its establishment. The too fre- 
quent instances of such cruelty that come 
under tlnC- notice of observing persons 
establish the necessity for such an organ- 
ization, and of the law which punishes 
such cruelties. The underlying principle 
is that all cruelty is akin, just as all kind- 
ness is related. Tho man who is cruel to 
any dumb creature has in his, nature the 
elements of cruelty to those of bis own 
race. In like manner the man who is 
uniformly kind to all the race of animals 
with which he has to do, is seldom found 
wanting in like goodness toward bis fellow 
man. This principle finds recognition in 
the sacred writings whore we are told that 
the merciful man is merciful to his beast. 
In ancient timeswhen the doctrine of trans- 
migration of souls was believed hi most 
eastern countries, the belief that hhe souls 
of men passed after death into creatures 
of a lower order, more or less noble or 
vile according as the life of tho departed 
had been worthy or unworthy, there to 
pass a probationary punishment b;fore 
again resuming the human form, lot! to a 
sentimental regard for dumb animals. 
That belief has no existence among us, 
but thoro are not wanting the best of 
reasons for treating the race of inferior 
creatures with kindness. The same 
Creator has placed them with man upon 
the earth. For them, a3 well as for man, 
the sun shines, the rains and dews de- 
scend, and the earth yields its increase. 
They are necessary to man's comfort, al- 
most to his existence upon the earth', 
They are capable of Buffering from cold, 
hunger, overwork, wounds and disease as 
we are. Who then that is not wholly 
wanting in kindliness of nature 
can willingly and needlessly cause 
a dumb animal to sutler? Mon- 
taigne has written with grace and 
forcefulness on the subject. He tells us 
"there is a certain natural commerce be- 
tween the lower animals and us; neither 
shall 1 bo afraid to discover the tender- 
ness of my nature, so childish that I can- 
not well refuse to play with my dog when 
he, the most unseasonably, importunes 
me to do so." He enforces the duty of 
kindness to animals among Christian peo- 
ple by what the heathen nations in their 
better moments have done. Thus the 
Turks have alms and hospitals for beasts. 
The Romans had a public regard to the 
nourishment of geese, by whose vigilance 
their capital had been preserved. The 
Athenians made a decree that the 
mules which had served in the build- 
ing of a temple should be afterwards 
free, and Buffered to pasture at their 
own choice without hindrance. Many 
other instances are cited by the same writor. 
In sacred story wo find birds employed in 
such distinguished service as to preclude 
their being thought unworthy of man's 
kindly regard and notice. A raven was 
commissioned to feed Elijah in his retire- 
ment, and when the third Person of tho 
Trinity on a memorable occasion appeared 
to mortal eyes it was in the form of a 
dove. Of the sparrow we arc told that 
not 0110 falls to the ground without His 
notice, and of all tho foathured tribe that 
our Heavenly Father feedeth them. 
Kindness to animals is thus enjoined upon 
us by tho highest authority, and by: all 
that is best in our natures. The society 
which has for its object the prevention of 
cruelty to them has, therefore, a noblo 
and necessary mission which should re- 
ceive support and recognition at the hands 
of all. Let one bo established here at 
once ! Humane men and women, thoro 
is a hold hero for noble action.

THE ALLEGED CONSPIRACY CASK. 

(Before .Incite Harrison.)

Ma Kam, sworn: I have beau engaged 
in the cigar manufacturing business in 
this city for about one year; before that, I 
was Chinese agent on the "Rithet"; 1 can 
read and write Chinese; have read a good 
deal of Chinese writing; same diftereuco 
in Chinese handwriting as in English; the 
paper exhibit "B" is signed "Ohoe Kuny 
Tung"; is written in running hand; sig- 
nature is in the same handwriting as the 
body of the document; "Kung" in signa- 
ture is in the same hand as "Kung" in 
the body of the document, although made 
a little dilferont; I have read the docu- 
ment and translated the same; there is 
nothing in tho paper which means thai 
Lam Hip shall kill any person whom the 
society may order and tin- reward 
should be §500, as stated in Mr. 
Vroo man's translation, but it means 
if he gets killed the compensa- 
tion is $500; it does not say $500 to lie 
paid to his family; it is understood that 
tho Ghee Kung Tong society is a good 
society; Chinese first governed China; the 
Mongolians conquered; tho present em- 
peror is a Mongolian; the society was first 
organized to keep Chinese together to get 
the Chinese king back on the throne; the 
society has been in existence many years; 
1 think over 100 years; the paper "li" is 
a form which lias been used in the so 
a very long time; they are used in C 
and all over the world: I am a meiubi 
the society; they never murder any 
I cannot Bay whether they ever did 
thing bail, the Hip Sing Tong society 
is different; white men call all 
Chinese societies highbinders; 1 can- 
not say if it's a bail or good 
society; I don't know whether Mr. Vroo- 
uiau belongs to any Chinese society or 
not; the Choc Kung Tong advance money 
to send pom- old men home tu China, ami 
another object is to prevent quarrels 
among the Chinese. Lam Hip's duty was 
to go to thu ships arriving to receive any 
prostitute girls, and bring them to the So- 
ciety, so the master may ask them if they 
come by force, or of their free will; it 
they come of their free will, they are al- 
lowed to do as thoy wish: if brought by 
force, the Society advance money to send 
them back to China. 

To Mr. Fell- I don't know who holds 
the lease of the Society building; it \\ as 
paid fur by the society; Lim Sam dis- 
bursed the money for the building, 

Witness here gave tho names of officers 
of the society. Lim Sam is a member, but 
not the chief man. Lain Hip is a salaried 

soldier. 

His Honor said that there was a provi- 
sion in the ChinCK) restriction act mak- 
ing it an offence to contravene the act, 
and there was evidence that defendants 
belonged to a society which coinbhred to 
land Chinese prostitutes, which Has for- 
bidden by the act, and he thought there 
was a prima facie case of conspiracy. 

Mr. Gann.'iway suggested that, the in- 
formation should bo amended by laying 
the charge under the Restriction Act. 
His Honor thought there might be a 
I more serious view if tho document had 
I beun correctly translated by Mr. Vroo- 
man, and he bad concluded to commit the 
defendants for trial. 

The case was then adjourned until to- 
day.
